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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Action 

Claims 1-2, 6 and 8 are pending and examined. 

Applicant has amended claim 2, canceled claim 3 and provided arguments for 
the patentability of claims 1-2, 6 and 8 in the response filed 21 October 2004. 

Notwithstanding Applicant's Response filed 21 October 2004, the rejections from 
the previous Office Action are maintained to the extent that Liu et al. 88 J 
Pharmaceutical Sci 1 161-1 168 is appropriately applied as a reference. Any rejection 
not specifically stated in this Office Action has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C, 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Liu 
et al. 88 J Pharmaceutical Sci 1161-1168. 

Liu et al. teach that DPC can improve the paracellular permeability of certain 
compounds across the intestinal epithelium (in current claims 1-2 and 6; see Abstract).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-2, 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Liu et al. 88 J Pharmaceutical Sci 1161-1168. 
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Liu et al. teach that DPC can improve the paracellular permeability of certain 
compounds across the intestinal epithelium (in current claims 1-2 and 6; see Abstract). 
DPC is shown as having the following structural formula (in current claim 2; see page 
1162): 



Although Liu et al. do not specifically recite the improvement of paracellular 
permeability across the blood brain barrier, one of ordinary skill in the art would have 
appreciated such applicability because of the need to increase the permeability across 
the blood brain barrier for example with anticancer agents. Thus, the reference 
suggests and makes prima facie obvious how to use the claimed invention at the time 
that it was made. 



Applicant's arguments filed 21 October 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant contends that at the time the application was filed, that 
alkylphosphocholines inhibit PLC was not known, and based on that the rejection under 
Liu et al. should be withdrawn. 

Liu et al. teach the enhancement of paracellular permeability with a compound 
recited in claim 2. Products of identical chemical composition can not have mutually 
exclusive properties. A chemical composition and its properties are inseparable. 




Response to Arguments 
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Therefore, if the prior art teaches the identical chemical structure, the properties 
applicant discloses and/or claims are necessarily present. To that end, the method of 
enhancing paracellular permeability with DPC necessarily included the function of 
inhibiting phospholipase C. 

The Wissner reference (US Patent No. 5,14,045) has been withdrawn as a 
reference.
